Relief Work Is Hampered As 
Panuco And Tamest Rivers 
Rise Again. 
THERE are few qualities iii a human being that count for more than 
initiative—perhaps none, where material happiness and success are 
concerned. 
It is quite essential, for instance, for a worker to do the things that 
are expected cl him, if he is an e m p lo y e —but to do things that are not 
expected, and which he is not told to do. is what establishes that worker 
as one apart from the mass or crowd. Men with initiative have always 
ruled the world and controlled its advance. 
Napoleon’s statement as to why he won a victory over the Austrians— 
tl-.at “they did not know the value of five minutes”—is something to think 
about. 
Employers do not readily, or willingly, discharge the worker who is 
forever doing something that he considers good for the firm—but which 
he was not told was in line with his regular duties. The crying need of 
the world today is for people with ideas and initiative. 
Opportunities are on every hand. But it takes eyes to see them— 
and initiative to grasp their import. I recently read an interesting ac­ 
count of the life of Alfred B. Nobel, who left a great fortune, and who 
established the famous prizes to be given away each year to those who 
had excelled most in benefiting mankind in many directions.

told the whole story. 
What a different world this would be had not the initiative of such 
men as Edison, Ford. Marconi. Bell, Stephenson, Westinghouse—and 
scores of others, been such a ruling factor. How much we owe to them 
—and what an inspiration for each of us, as we face the great problems 
of the world. 
History is illuminated with the examples of great initiative on the 
part of men and women, who had nothing more than their own ideas 
and their determination to serve and contribute. They form a firmament 
ol brilliance for each of us to emulate. 
There is no tomorrow—today! 
Initiative is much more golden than 
silence. The most important task to be done is the one right before us 
and it is imperative that it be done at once. It is a false philosophy 
that “they also serve who only stand and wait!” That one serves best 
who works while he is waiting—for something better and more useful!

New York—September is a night­ 
marish month in the lives of us 
apartment dwellers in New York, 
and we are legion.

“The bureau o f anim al industry 
warns all ow ners of dogs, especially 
hunting dogs, to keep close w atch 
over them . 
O fficials of the bureau 
will assist in the prosecution of any 
persons who knowingly and unlaw ­ 
fully possess them selves of a dog 
which is th e property of another, 
and in such cases, every effort will 
be made to see th a t the guilty shall 
be punished to the full extent of 
the law."
